I beg  to  present  my  annual  report 
on  the  sanitary  conditions  and  tbe  state  of  the  public  hoalth 
in  the  Hay  Rural  District  during  tlio  year  ].9'i8j 

In  propararlon  of  this  report  I have 
endeavoured  to  deal  briefly  v;ith  all  mattoro  within  my  responsib- 
ility regarding  public  hoalth  and  preventive  mocllcinc  and  I have 
included  all  the  subjects  specifically  requested  by  tho  7/olsh  Board 
of  Health  in  Circular  3/49  (Wales)  . 

...  The  year  under  rcviovi;  witnessed  tho 

coming_ into  operation  of  various  extremely  important  Acts, such  as 
the  National  Hoalth  Service  Act, 1946,  and  tho  National  Assistance 
Act  1948, 

Those  Acts  have  produced  great  changes 
in  the  work  of  public  hoalth  administration  and  have  revolutionised 
tho  medical  and  hospital  services  throughout  the  country. The  Local 
Health  Authority  under  theso  Acts, is, in  Broc onshiro, tho  County 
Council.

SECTION  2.  GM5RAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  . 


Public  Health  Officers,  There  was  no  change  in  the  public  health 

officers  during  the  year .Mr .0 .0, Evans 
remr.inod  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  During  the  year  laboratory  facilitios  woro 
available  at  Cardiff , Newport , Carmarthen, Swansea ,jvborystwyth  and 
Brecon.x^ll  water  samples  were  sont  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  tho 
County  at  Carmarthon  whilst  any  investi@:,t ion  roquirod  in  tho 
control  of  infectious  disease  were  performed  by  tho  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Cerdiff.Al^  the  milk  sampling  was  dono  by  tho 
National  Milk  Testing  and  j^dviscry  Scheme  laboratory  at  Brecon, 
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Hay  Rural  District  Counc  i 1. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  As  a result  of  the  new  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946, certain  changes  became  operative  in  the  arrangements- 
existing  for  the  conveyance  of  sick  persons  in  the  district .-TiiO 
Ocunty  Council  became  rosponsiblo  for  tho  provision  of  an  ambulance 
service  and  made  use  of  the  existing  St. John’s  aiabulanco  for 
general  use  while  ambulances  from  Morthyr  Isolation  Hospital 
convoyed  patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease  to  hospital. 

Homo  Nursing.  Under  tho  now  Health  Act, the  County  Council  became 
responsible  for  -the  provision  of  homo  nursing  f ac ilities .The  nurses 
previously  partly  employed  by  various  district  nursing'  associations 
became  whole  time  employees  of  tho  County  Council  arid  district 
nursing  ass ociations ^ as  such  ceased  to  function. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics.  Maternity  and  Child  V/olfaro  Clinics, 
administered  by  the  County  Council, arc  hold  regularly  at  Hay  and 
Talgarth .Ante -natal  clinics  and  facilities  for  the  treatment  of 
minor  ailments , immunisation, dental, orthopaedic  and  eye  defects  arc 
al  so  availeb  lo  . 

Hospital s . The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the'  district,  for 
all  diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease, are  provided 
for  by  the  Brcc  on  War  Memorial  i-Iospital  C63rtc-vin  numb  or  of  ca;.30S 
arc  also  admitted  into  Hereford  Hospital. 

During  tho  year  tho  Council  was  infomaod  that  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Hay  was  not  required  under  the  provision  of 
the  New  Health’  Act  and  therefore  ?;as  not  taikon  over  by  the  stato, 

Case's  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital  tl?ea1:mont 
will,  ^in  the  future  be  accommodat-ed  at  Hereford  or  Merthyr.' 

For  the  treatment  m "jes  of  smallpox  arrangements  have 
been  made  by-  the  County  Council  with  Aberdarc  for  bods  at  the  Fedw 
Hir  Hospital , ■ 

Pi slnfoc tion . In  the  main  tho  methods  used  for  any  required 

disinfection  have  been  fumigation  and  spraying. 

SBCTION  3.  MATERNITY  iiND  CHILD  WELFARE..  'Tlieso  services  are 
administered  by  the  County  Council  and.  include  clinics  for 
matomity  and  child  welfare, immunisation, dental, orthopaedic  and 
eye  troatm.ent  and  for  expectant  mothers  .Provision  is  also  made  for 
the  provision  of  free  and  cheap  rate  milk  and  medicinal  foods, Tho 
supervision  of  mi dvMves , child  life  protection  and  the  care  of 
premature  and  iLlcgitimate  infants  is  also  the  responsibility  of 
tho  County  Council,

Water  Dupplios. 

V/ator  has  bo'.n  satisfactory  in  quantity  during 
tho  year  for  those  dwellings  below  the  Crdcanco  contour  of  500  feet, 
but  most  unsatisfactory  for  the  majority  of  tbo  dwellings  above 
this  height. 

The  scheme  previously?'  submi'b':o'''i  a consulting 
enginoor  was  advanced  due ing  the  year  but  real  progress  sooms 
very  slow  . 

in  the  district  tlioro  sro  2.B  water  supplies  serving 
six  dwellings  or  more  by  pipes  either  into  the  dwellings  or  to 
standpipes  .Of  these  18'  supplies  6 ere  c.wuvcl  by  tho  Council  .There 
are  17C  supplies  supplies  serving  fi-vo  dw;cllihgs  or  loss  and  60 
of  those  are  piped  supplies, tho  remaining  110  being  cither  from 
pumps  or  springs.

I^Dtails  of  tho  water  supply  for  Oiach  pari'^h  is  given  bolcw, 

1«  Abcrllynfi,  Tho  quality  and  quantity  of  tie  water  in  this 
parish  has  boon  satisfactory  during  tho  year. 
Ti^^Council  own  tho  supply  known  as  tho  Lodge  serving  tho  hejnlot 
of^hroo  Cocks. ixll  tho  houses  in  this  parish  havo  water  pipes  inside 
tho  house . 

One  sample  of  water  was  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  this  was  satisfactory. 

2.  Bronllys.  There  are  tv;o  public  supplies  in  this  parish. One  of 
these  is  owned  by  tho  ’//elsh  National  Memorial 
Association  and  this  supplies  tho  sanatorium  and  all  tho  dv;olling 
houses  on  tho  estate. Tho  other  supply  is  evmed  by  tho  Council  and 
water  is  drawn  from  springs  under  tho  Minfield  bank  and  is  not 
treat od .This  supply  is  augmented  from  the  Talgarth  supply  during 
periods  of  drought .Eighty  nine  dwellings  aro  served  from  this  supply. 
There  are  thirteen  other  supplies  in  this  parish, all  privately 
owned.  2 samples  of  water  were  sent  for  analysis;  durrng  the  year 
the  2 were  reported  as  being  sati sfac tory. 

5.  Grlyngach  and  tho  Usk  '\''alloy  porinlan  of  Tro^  and  Vclindro . 

There  aro  ton  private  supplies  in  this  area, throe  aro 
piped  into  four  dv;ollings ,ncne  are  tr'.;ated  and  the  ot  nor  seven 
arc  simply  running  springs  near  the  small  holdings. It  v;culd  not 
bo  difficult  in  this  oroa  to  find  sufriciont  water  to  give  oach 
dwelling  a piped  supply. The  distances  tc  bo  piped  v.’ould  bo 
considerable  but  this  should  not  dony  tho  public  a wholesome 
supply  of  v;ater. 

No  semplos  of  water  v;orc  submitted  during  the*  year, 

4 . Hay  Rural . Fifteen  houses  in  this  parish  aro  served  with  a 
piped  supply  from  the  Council’s  supply  at  Llanigon .This  vjatcr  is 
not  treated  .'There  aro  21  other  supplies  in  tho  parish  and  of  these 

7 are  piped. One  dwelling  has  to  obtain  v7atcr  from  a sourco  over 
200  yards  av;ay. 

■'  Three  samples  wore  sent  for  analysis  and  all  were 
classified  as  satisfactory. 

5.  Llanoliou.  There  are  15  dv7ollings  in  this  parish,  10  in  tho 
"/fye  valley  and  5 in  tho  Usk  valley  and  all  have  a piped  supply 
laid  on  but  ctc  served  from  9 different  sources. 

No  samples  wore  submitted  during  tho  yorr. 

6.  Ll-rnigon.  'Tjic  village  of  .Llanigon  is  oorvad  by  e.  public  water 
supply  owned  by  tho  Council .Springs  aro  coJlcctcu  to  a service 
reservoir  but  tho  water  is  nob  treated  .,T.'ic  Lamleb  of  Ffordlais 
receives  water  from  the  Llwynfilly  ram<.Thoco  two  sources  supply 

8 dwellings  with  v;atcr  laid  on  and  10  cwo'i .1  ings  from  a standpipe, 
‘•^hcrc  arc  7 other  supplies  in  the  parish  and  5 cf  these  are  piped. 
Eleven  aro  supplied  with- water  from  a oonsi-dor-iDlo  distance, 7 over 
150  yards, 2 over  200  yards  and  2 take  a supply  from  open  streams, 

Fivo  samples  wore  oxemiriod  during  tho  yuar  and  all 
wore  satisfactory. 

Sixteen  dv7ollings  in  this  parish  situated  ovor  tho 
50C  feet  contour  aro  badly  in  need  of  viator  for  dcmestic  uso  and 
the  attention  of  tho  Council  is  drawn  to  this.it  was  decided 
during  the  year  to  increase  the  s borage  ':*apacity  of  the  village 
supply.
